King George touched = the 
shoulders of Princess Blizabeth 
and Patlip and five noblemen 
with a naked sword to bestow 
the Order. Also invested were 
Field) Marshal Viscount Alex- 
ander of Tunis; Lord Harlech: 
the Duke of portland; Lord 
Cranworth and the Earl of 
Scarborough, 

According to the best docu- 
mented legend, the Order was 
founded in 1349, The story says 
King Edward IIT was dancing 
with the Countess of Salisbury 
when her garter fell onto the 
fluor, 

The unabashed Monarch re- 
fiteved it cand slipped jt to his 
own leg and cried “hont soit qui 
mal y pense’—evil be to him 
who evil thinks.” His utterance 
has become the Order's motto and 
is embroidered in the rich gold 
and dark blue velvet garter. 

wne of those present repor ed 
that the ceremony proceeded to- 
duy in this manner:— 


The Ceremony 


The King called out, “Summon 


the knights elect.” 


‘Those to be Invested advanced 
slowly down the long blue carpet 
of the room, Elizabeth, the 
youngest ever to be so honoured, 
curtseyed slowly to her father. 
She wore a Grecian, pink gown. 
Then the Kink touched her shoul- 
der with the blade and bade her 
rise, 

Taking the Insignia of the Or- 
cer off the cushion handed to hin 
the Monarch fastened them onto 
the Princess. Onto her left arm 
he slipped the garter itself. To 
her dress he pinned a costly dia- 
mond-rich star. He slung a long 
blue velvet sash, with its gold 
Pendant depicting St. George 
sluyiny a dragon, across her body, 
renching from the left shoulder 
to the right hip. 

Kinally, the King covered his 
daughter's shoulders with a rich 


blue velvet mantle and over it 
fastened a golden collar welghing 
almost 2 Ib. 


Worth £2,000 


The pre-war cost of the insignia 
was £2,000. Its value os ao col- 
lector's item is much higher. 

Elizabeth joined her mother, 
Queen Elizabeth, the Dowager 
Queen Mary and Queen Wilhel- 
mina of the Netherlands as Lady 
of the Garter. 

Her husband and the other 
nobleman, whore investiture was 
similar to that of Elizabeth, be- 
came Knights of the Garter. 

By tradition,. the garter was 


buckled onto the left leg of each ‘4 


of the men. 

Many knights wore  second- 
hand Garter robes. Service uni- 
form or morning dress replaced 
the pre-war costume with bree- 
ches and hose and crimson vel- 
vet coats encrusted with gold and 
lincd with white silk. The ma- 
terlal shortage has forced a de- 
purture from custom. 

After the investlture, members 
of the Garter and . Sovereign 
emerged from the waste into 
the brilliant sunlight. 

The Knights’ long blue mantles 
trailed on the ground and their 
estrith plumed cocksce hats bob- 
bed in the breeze as the proces- 
rion made its way downhill to St. 
George's Chapel for installation 
service. 

The King in his Admiral’s uni- 
form, heavily weighted by his 
stute Jewels, brought up the rear 
with the Queen. 


Life Guards and Royal Horse | 


Guards in their brilliant full dress 
lined the quortermile path to the 
chapel, . 

Inside, the King called out, “It 
is our pleasure for her . Royal 
Highness Princess Elizabeth, ‘the 
Duchess of ‘Edinburg, -to be in- 
stalled.”

This week's Proms Concert from 
ZEW is perhaps more “severely classi- 
cal” than. its immediate -predecessors, 
theugh that does not mean it will be 
“stodgy or-depressing! As a matter of 
fact, it is made up of three of the 
finest works ever written—Mozart’s 
“Jupiter” Symphony, Beethoven's

There shouldn't be much trouble with 
that this week, though of course it is 
possible to go wrong-with the “z” in 
Mczart and the “ee” in Beethoven.

Mozart | 
_ One of the most wonderful pieces of 
music ever written, Mozart's “Jupiter” 
Symphony (No, 41 in C Major, K.551) 
was his last-symphonice work. On the 
“human interest” side it is noteworthy 
not only use. he composed it at 
u time when he was in _desperate 
financial straits but also because he 
completed this great symphony, and 
two of almost equal stature (No. 39 
-in E Flat and No. 40 in G minor) in 
he snort space of six weeks in mid- 
These three works have been des- 
cribed as “a triology of happiness, 
melancholy and strength... .(contain- 
ing) between them the quintessential 
. features of symphonic art; perfect 
models for all time, both architecturally 
and emotionally.” At the same time 
they do not fall into the more or less" 
simplified categories of other great 
. Symphonies. It is almost impossible to 
describe any of them with some brief 
phrase or appropriate title—for even 
“Jupiter” is not exactly felicitous. 
Unlike many works which start off 
splendidiy and do not live up to the 
Promise of their first or second move- 
Inents, the “Jupiter” is a classic 
example of progress towards a magni- 
feent climax in the fnals.

Beethoven wrote five piano concertos, 

tnd tonight's {s the Third (Op. $7); 
the soloist is Solomon—not Iturbi, who 
has made an interfor recording of the 
same work. Composed in the same 
year as the Second Concerto and pro-. 
tably after his First Symphony, it 
marks a major -step forward in his 
powers and intensity of expression. 
More about this in a moment. 

-- Although those privileged’-to hear it 
for the first time probably did not ap- 
Freciate what great strides forward 
were symbolised by this Concerto, to- 
day we can but be amazed at what the 
composer achieved in this one work. 

The first movement,- for instance,

No 
composer who preceded ~ Beethoven— 
and I'm not so sure of any since—was 
ever able to command such thoughtful, 
lyrie phrases for the adagio movement.

Beethoven - (II) 


For his opera “Fidelio, or Wedded 
Love” (Op. 72), Beethoven wrote 
several overtures, He began work on 
this opera in 1803 and took a great 
deal of pains over it. He left behind a 
sketchbook, a thick oblong volume of 
346 pages, with 18 ‘staves to’the page, 
which among other things contains 
less than 18 distinctively different be- 
girnings to Florestan’s air “In des 
Lebens Fruhlingstagen” and 10 to the 
chorus “Wer ein holds Weib.” 
The opera was first produced in three 
vets in 1805 with “Leonora No. 2” as 
the overture. A post-mortem discus- 
sion followed the perfermance, and It 
was.decided the opera was too Irng; 
it.was reduced to two acts and re- 
produced the following year with the 
overture “Leonora No. 3." It was still 
unsatisfactory, and more revising re- 
sulted in its appearance in 1814 ‘with 
{at the second perforinance) the over- 
ture in E. The overture in C (Op. 138) 
was composed for a proposed perform- 
ance in Prague in 1807. This is now 
called “Leonora No. !,” although on 
the revised first-violin part Beethoven 
himself wrote that it was just a 
“Charakteristische Overture.” 7 
Anyway, to get back to tonight's 
work, “Leonora No. 3." This is of the 
genuine operatic overture school of 
thought—ie. overtures whose music is 
partly of wholly a precis of the main 
themes of the opera to come. This is 
not always the case with operati¢ 
overtures, as may be scen in Rossini’s 
“Earber of Seville’ or Mozart's “Cosi 
fan tutee,” to name but two at random. 

“Leonora No. 3” is perhaps one of 
the noblest of all overtures. If you 
know your “Fidelio, yeu will, I think, 
agree that Beethoven uses the themes 
of his opera in masterful fashion. What 
cculd be more dramatic than his 
handling of the trumpet call which 
heralds the opportune arrival 6f Don 
Fidelio? What passage for woodwinds 
can surpass the effect cr that lovely 
entry for the flute and bassoon?

THE “MET” 


The Metropolitan Opera Company of 
New York is now presenting its revival 
of Wagner's “Ring” cycle, which has 
been missing from its repertory for the 
past two seasons. One reason for this 
hiatus was the fact that the 30-year-old 
sets were shabby and falling apart. 

The Opera Guild undertook to raise 
US$100,000 for new sets and staging 
and barely a month later this sum had 
been raised iri its entirety—more than 
half of. it in gifts of frem $1 to $10 by 
individual members of the guild. The 
Temainder -came in larger donations 
and’ from benefit performances of “La 
Boheme" and “Don Giovanni.” 

Interest has centred more on the 
settings than on the usual competent 
artists. Lee Simonson’s new settings 
have caused a division of opinion> No 
one can deny that they are fresh, 
different and interesting. 

Nevertheless, some of the Old Guard 
are disappointed. The old settings, to 
which they were accustomed, strove 
for realism and spacicusness. The new 
ones tend to symbolism. are stylised 
and faintly “modernistic." The rocks 
don't look like rocks tut streamlined 
suggestions of them. The essential 
Wagnerian conception of space - and 
Keight is constricted. The latter may 
be a matter of expediency, as the com- 
pany is going on its most extended 
tour in 43 years this spring, and some 
of the stages” to be used are smaller 
than the Met's; transportation problems 
ere also simplified.

Su whether tt ts money or the 
lack of tt which Is the root of 
ai] evil, on most days out of the 
365 of the year, and on -Budget 
Day In particular, money is the 
real topic, though, as a- rule, it 
is a subject.

tine problem, declared that Britain had not 
wavered from her undertaking to bring to an

“of first importance.” 


“Now, less than a month remains for the Unit- 
ed Nations to recommend the means of dealing 
with the situation in Palestine when the British 
responsibility ends,” he added. 


"The urgency is desperate.

The country was already disor- 


ganised administratively and socially, and. with 
the withdrawnal of the mandatory power, was 
“in danger of being plunged into anarchy and 


suicidal struggle.” 

Mr. Creech Jones asserted’ 
again that Britain gave ample 
questions which had been 
awaiting an answer since the 
warning of her intentions to 
get out. He then asked four 
questions which had been 
awaiting an answer since the 
partition scheme was laid down 
by the General Assembly . last 
November. 

He expressed no opinion on 
the merits of the draft trusteeship 
agreement presented by the 
United States nor attempted to 
compare it with the plan for 
partition with economic union. 
But he, urged the Committee to 
consider both plans and any other 
alternatives which might be sub- 
mitted. 

He promised the cooperation of 
the United Kingdom delegation 
in the efforts, subject to the Bri- 
tish Government's decision—to- 
terminate the’ ‘mandate next 
month and to withdraw the last
